5. (Currently Amended) A method for initiating startup of an 
image capture device for capturing an image after startup, the method comprising 
the steps of: 

(a) providing an imago sonsor for rocoiving incid e nt light; 

(b) providing a microprocessor for assisting tho imago oonsor in 
image captur e storing in a non- volatile, programmable memorv connected to an 
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image sensor for image capture, including an active register used to manage the 
image sensor during image capture, predetermined variables determined 
according to a specific use of the image capture device : and 

(o) loading passing the predetermined variables fi-om tiie non- 
volatile, programmable memory mte to the active register of the image sensor 
upon startup of the image capture device . 

6. (Currently Amended) The method as in claim 5, wherein ^tep 
(o) inoludoa providing PROM, FLASH or EPROM as the non-volatile^ 
programmable memory is factory programmed to store the predetermined 

variables .
